How the Slaughter Started. 

The strikers left Hazelton at 3:30 o'clock 
this afternoon, announcing their intention 
© £0 to Latimer. As evon as this became 
town a band of deputies was loaded on a 
Tolley car and sent whirling across the 
mUttain to the scene where the bloody 
“mitict followed. After reaching Latimer 
they left the car and formed into three 
“mpanies, under Thomas Hall, E. A. Hes-

Some one struck the sheriff and the next 
moment there was a command to the depu- 
ties to fire. The guns of the deputies in- 
stantly belched forth a terrible volley. 

Went Down Like Tenpins. 

The strikers were taken entirely by sur- 
prise and as the men foppled and fell over 
each other those who remained unhurt 
stampeded. 

The men went down before the storm of 
bullets like tenpins, and the groans of the 
dying and wuunded filled the air. The ex- 


citement that followed was simply inde- 


The deputies seemed to be terror-stricken 
at the deadly execution of their guns and 
seeing the living strikers fleeing and the 
others dropping to the earth, they went to 
the aid of the unfortunates whom they had 
brought down.

A reporter soon afterwards reached the 
place and found the road leading to Lati-

Some surrounded dying companions and ' 


others. fearful of pursuit, clung to the 


newcomer and begged his protection. 
At Farley’s hotel there were two men 
lying on the’ porch, both having been shot 


in the head. 

One had three bullets in him. 

His groans and appeals for a doctor or 
death were heartrending. All along the 
road the wounded men who were able to 
leave the field of battle scattered and 
sought the shade trees for protection, but 


there was no need of that then. 


Men Dead and Dying. 


Approaching the place where the shoot- 
ing occurred, people were met wringing 
their hands and bemoaning the catas- 
trophe. They could not talk intelligently 
and it was with the greatest difficulty that 
information could be gleaned. Along the 
bank of the trolley road men lay in every 
position—some dead, others dying. 

Three bodies, face downward, lay along 
the incline, and three others were but a 


short distance away. On the other side 
of the road as many more bodies lay. 

The schoolhouse was transformed into a 
temporary hospital and some. of the 
wounded taken there. The colliery ambu- 
lance was summoned to the place as soon 
as possible and immediately upon its ar- 
rival two men, both shot through the legs, 
were loaded into the wagon. 

All along the hillside wounded men were 
found. Many others who had been carried 
to a distance could not be found. As soon 
as the news of the shooting reached Hazel- 
ton there was consternation. Within ten 
minutes the streets were blocked with ex- 


cited people. The Lehigh Traction Com- 


pany immediately placed a number of cars 
on the Latimer line and doctors and cler- 
gymen responded promptly. Amid the ex- 
citement the deputies turned their atten- 
tion to the wounded and carried many of 
them to places where they could be more 
comfortably treated.

Ordered Them to Kill. 


‘TI fully realized that the foreigners were 
a desperate lot, and valued life at a very 
small figure. I also saw that parleying 
with such a gang of infuriated men was 
entirely out of the question, as they were 
too excited to Hsten to reason, and that 
myself and deputies would be killed if we 
were not rescued, or if we did not defend 


and endeavored to sur- 


ourselves. 

‘“T then called upon the deputies to defend 
themselves and shoot if they must to pro- 
tect their lives, or to protect the property 
that they had been sent to guard from 
being demolished. The next second there 
were a few scattered shots fired into the 
infuriated foreigners, and a moment later 
the entire force of deputies discharged a 
solid volley into the crowd. 

“Tl hated to give the command to gehoot, 
but I was there to do my duty, and I did 
it as best I knew how, and as my con- 
science dictated. The strikers were viola- 
ting the laws of the commionwealth, and 
flatly refused to obey the proclamation that 
I*read to them. They, instead, insisted on 
doing violence and disobeying the laws. 

“The scene after the shooting was simply 
terrible, and I would have willingly not 
had it occur, but as a public official, I was 
sworn to see that the law was obeyed and 
lived up to, and I merely did my duty. 

“Some of the foreigners fell dead and 
others badly wounded; some were rushing 
about seeking a place where they would 
be shielded from any more shots; others 


were aiding their wounded companions to | 


places of safety. 

“The entire crowd of foreigners, as soon 
as the volley had been fired by the depu- 
ties, started to retreat. They rushed off 
in all directions, taking as many of their 
dead and wounded with them as they were 


able to carry.” 
In another tnterview Sheriff Martin said 


he first met the marching miners at West | 


Hazelton. He asked them where they were 
going and they replied that they were 
going to Latimer to get the men out 
there. 

Then the sheriff and rfeventy deputies, 
armed with winchesters and revolvers, 
boarded a trolley car for Latimer, and 
marching down the public road, headed 
off the marching column of Poles and 
Hungarians 


Tells a Second Story. 

Accoré'ng to Martin’s story, when the 
strikers reached the line of deputies he 
ordered them to halt and disperse. One 
of the Hungarians sald in broken Eng- 
lish: 

“Go to hell. You are a—.”* 

Martin then attempted to arrest the 
man who trade the remark and, as he 
claims, was fiercely attacked -by the 
man’s friends. Then the firing began. Mr. 
Martin was asked during the interview: 

“When you met the men were they on 
company property or on the public road?’’ 

He replied: “They were on the public 
road.” 

“Were they marching toward Latimer?” 

“Fen.” 

“Had they up to that time committed 
any Overt act or acted otherwise than 
peaceably?” 

“No.” 

“Why, then, did you order the deputies 
to fire?’’ 

“I did not order the deputies to fire; 
some one else did that. First came a single 
shot and then a yolley. I gave no order.” 

“How mahy men were killed?” 

“There were twelve dead when I left 
and about forty wounded.” 

“Were any of your men hurt?” 

“One of my deputies was shot through 
the arm.’”’ 

Sheriff Martin, when he reached Wilkes- 
barre, was badly scared. Though he claims 
to have been¢brutally assaulted, when seen 
he did not have a mark on his person to 
show that ‘he had been roughly

In the woods she 
espied the couple in a very. lover-like attli- 
tude. 

The enraged woman dashed through the 
bushes toward them. Hunter, before know- 
ing who it was, drew his pistol and fired, 
shooting the woman through the slide. 


FATHER THROWS LAMP AT SON. 
Several Members of Family Burned by 
the Burning Oil. 

Chicago, September 10.—Charles Sayers, 
upon reaching home last night, became 
angry and upbraided his wife hecause she 

did not have supper ready. 

William, the elder son, took the part 
of his mother, and the father struck the 
boy on the head with a lighted lamp. Ve- 
delia, the twenty-year-oid daugfiter, made 
a hero’c attempt to save her brother from 
the father’s violence, aed she is now dy- 
ing at St. Elizabeth's hospital, frightful- 
ly burned. Mrs. Ellen Sayers, the mother, 
and Burt, a fourteen-year-old son, made 
a brave attempt to rescue Vedelia from 
the flames, and they, too, were taken to 
the hospital severely burned. 

William, the object of the father’s wrath, 


covered with blood and burned also, was 
the fourth member of the family to be 
cared for at the hospital. The father is 
unnurt and was locked up at the West 
~North avenue police station. 


TRAGEDY OVER COVE OYSTERS. 
One Man Liked Vinegar on Them, 
the Other Did Not. 
Huntsville, Ala., September 10.—(Specialh— 
Robert Preston was killed at Plevna, Aln., 
last night by Perry Simpson. Both are 
farmers, and have families. Preston and 
Simpson were lifelong friends and were out 

on a spree together. 

At Plevna they bought a can of cova 
oysters. This caused the trouble. One 
wanted to put vinegar in the oysters and 
the other did not. Preston got some rocks 
and began to disfigure Simpson, who drew 
his knife and began to cut him. Preston 
was killed. 

Simpson came to Huntsville today and 
surrendered to the authorities. He is in 
jail.

In order 
to have his patient where proper facilities 
for any needed operation could be had, 
and where he could receive constant at- 
tention, Dr. Morgan brought Mr. Harley 
to Augusta and placed him in the hospi- 

tal.

HINSHAW MAY BE RELEASED.

The captain, 
his wife, two officers and four sailors were 
giad to the dismantled, crippled 
ship, but nine positively refused to go.

'HEAD-END COLLISION 


KILLS THIRTY PERSONS 


Newcastle, Col., September 


worst wreck in the history of Colorado 


occurred at 12:25 this morning on the 


Denver and Rio Grande and the Colorado 
Midland railways, one and a half miles 
west of here. 


After twelve hours’ incessant work by 


wrecking crews in clearing away the de- 


brig and recovering the bodies of those 


who perished, it is impossible to more 


than estimate the loss of life, and not 


even those known to be dead have been 


identified. Many of the unfortunates will 


never be known, amd it is possible that 


the number killed will always be in doubt. 
From the best information obtainable, 
fully thirty persons are believed to have 
perished, while 185 were taken out of the 
wreck suffering from serious injuries. 
The wreck was caused by a head-end 
collision between a Denver amd Rio Grande 


passenger train, running at the rate of 


forty miles an hour, and a special Colo- 


rado Midland stock train, running at thir- 
ty miles. 
So terrific was the concussion that both 


engines, baggage and express cars, smoker 


and day coaches and two stock cars were 
totally demolished and the track torn up 
for rods in both directions, 

To add to the horror of the scene, the 
wreck caught fire from an explosion cf a 
Pintsch gas tank on the passenger train 
and burned so rapidly that many passen- 
gers pinned beneath the debris were burn- 
ed to death before help eoull reach them. 

The most generclly accepted theory as tc 
the cause of the wreck seems to be that 
Conductor Burbank, of the Midland spe- 


cial, anticlpating the time of the passen- 


ger, undertook to steal a station and beat 


the passenger into Newcastle. Burbank 


escaped uninjured and upon orders from 
Coroner Clark Has been placed under ar- 


rest by the sheriff.

Wednesday, in company with Miss Annie 
Lyle. They noticed the negro ccming 


toward them, but thought httle of him until 
they were and shocked by the 
man striking my sister with his hand. 

“It was not a blow eufficient to seriously 
hurt her, but still it left her breathless for 
a moment. The two young ledies went 
on, but poticed that the negro was follow- 
ing them. They crossed the street, and 
near the corner of Church and Hancock 

met Miss Florence Mc@Mahan, the 
daughter of mayor of Athens, and her 
cousin. 

“Just as the negro reached these young 
ladies he struck Miss Florence MeMahan 
in the same way that he had struck my’ 
sister. He then ran back Hill street and 
some distance up passed Miss Pitner and 
Miss Reynolds, both of whom were struck 
by him He was then seen no more that 
night. Thursday night he struck Mrs. 
Estes icLendon, who was walking with 
her sister, Miss Anna Hamilton. This at- 
tack took place near the corner of Milledge 
and Hili streets, and right in the business 
portion of the city. 

“At 9:30 o'clock p. m. the negro struck 
Mrs. Buchward, who h@ passed near the 
correr of Hanceck and Lumpkin streets. 
She screamed and a crowd soon collected,

‘The negro had run into the negro settle- 


ment, which is only a few blocks distant, 
and, of course, succeeded in hiding there. 

“The description given by the ladies of 
the negro led many to believe that the at- 
tacks were made by a half-crazy negro 
named ‘Piddier,” who hangs around the 
hacks, but when he was taken before them 
they all nereed that he was not the guilty 
party. It was only the belief that ‘Fiddler’ 
Was the man who had struck ladies 
that kept down the excitement in the city, 
and as soon as it was discovered that he 
Was innocent, the feelirfg grew intense. 

“It was decided to have the young men 
of the city dress as ladies and walk on the 
streets tonight. They expect te be attack- 
ed by the negro, and if they do, there is 
little doubt but what he wili be immediate- 
ly kilied. Whether or not the negro is 
caught tonight, the search for him will be 
continued, and it will go hard with him if 
he is caught.”

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THE YELLOW DEATH. 


I have undertaken here to write some- 
thing about yellow fever. I do so because 
te dreaded plague is about*to attack 
‘some of the southern seaports after an ab- 
sence of several years, and I do so trusting 
that the medical fraternity will not think 
I am trespassing on their domain, and with 
the assurance that a member of the laity 
is exempt from the laws of medical ethics. 
I write about this plague because I have 
been through several epidemics; .in fact, 
have had the yellow fever mysecif, and I 
think some facts about the much feared 
disease will be of interest just now. 

Yellow fever has never been known to 
come twice in exactly the same form. It {fs 
a blood poison and it has new symptoms 
and must be treated differently. For in- 
stance, one year in Mobile and New Orleans 
it was found that the only thing which did 
the patients any good was champagne, an- 
other year quinine was found to be the best 
tonic: another time castor oil and turpen- 
tine were freely given with good results. 
In 1871, when there was an epidemic in 
Mobile, the patients had to be kept close 
and given hot drinks. Two years later, in 
1873, the patients required all the fresh air, 
and ice and icewater were given with much 
benefit, and that year hot drinks were al- 
most certain death. 

It will be seen from this that when the 
fever first comes the physicians have to ex- 
periment with different remedies. 

Why Called “Yellow Fever.” 

The disease gets its name from the color 
of the skin after death. When the patient 
has the fever his skin is very red, and it 
is after death that it takes on the orange 
color. 

As a general thing, the fever expends its 
force in three days and three nights, but 
often after it has left it returns in a milder 
and intermittent form and it is then that 
the patient requires the most careful nurs- 
ing, for it will be some two or three weeks 
beore he will be convalescent. 

As I said, the symptoms are not always 
the same every time the plague makes its 
appearartce, One year the first attack will 


come on with violent pains in the head, 


and at another time the first or premonito-. 


ry symptoms will be terrible pains in the 
back over the kidneys. But the fever, no 
matter how it comes, is always of very 
high temperature and burns itseif out rap- 
idly. 

There is one strange thing about the yel- 
low fever, and that is whenever the pa- 
tient feels, after the fever has left him, 
that he is strong and can get up and eat, 
ha is almost sure to die. This has been 
explained on the theory that when such Is 
the case mortification has set in and the 
patient feels well because he does not feel 
at all. 

Black Vomit Always Fatal. 

And let me say here that. notwithstand- 
ing some physicians who have learned 
about yellow fever from books say that a 
patient can recover after he has what !s 
known as the “black vomit,” the person 
who has the genuine black vomit is then 
almost in the article of death and there is 
absolutely no chance for him to recover. 
The inner coating of the stomach has 
mortified, and, giving away, he vomiis il. 
This is black vomit. 

The disease, per se, 
one. The reason that there is much 
mortality during an epidemic is because 
those who are well-to-do have left the 
city, and it is generally the° poorer classes 
who are left behind to be attacked, and 
these have not the necessary attention and

nursing: and thén a great many die from 
fright. The hot fever necessarily weakens 


the heart action and fright but adds to the 
trouble. 

I remember in Mobile in 1871, there was 
a young man who was taken suddenly ill 
with the fever while riding with a friend 
in a buggy. He was greatly frightened and 


bought a quart of whisky, of which he 
drank freely. The next morning. before 


daylight he was dead. Those who are con- 


stant drinkers of alcoholic stimulants are 
not as apt to take the fever as those who 
do not drink, but when a whisky drinker 


sure to die. 


does get stricken he-is almost 
Danger ‘in the Night Time. 

A person can go into a city where there 
is yellow fever and stand very little danger. 
of contracting the disease if he leaves 
fore nightfali—before the dew begins to 
fall: and he must not go where the fever is 
in the morning until after the sun has 
risen and the dew is dried. That is why 
people who live in stricken districts move 
their families into the’ adjacent country 
and go fearlessly into the city in the dry 
ard attend to leaving before 
night. Those who out of the city 
rarely, if ever, have the disease. 

Physicians who have had experience with 
the disease all agree that yellow fever is 
not contagious. There will be a 
one part of the city, and the next diy an- 
other will be stricken who is far removed 
and who has not been near a sick person. 
That is when it has become epidemic and 
the atmsophere is poisoned with the germs 
of the plague. 

The fever usually attacks 
orzan, but the kidneys never 
those who have had the 
effects of it in this respect 
afterwards. Some of the life 
panies today will not ingure 
has had the fever. 


A Can’t Get Away Club. 


There is in Mobile, and it was organized 
many years ago, a society which is called 
the ‘‘Can’t Get Away Club,’’ the members 
of which are under a vow never to leave 
the city when there is an epidemic. 
For several years during his Hfe time my 
father was president of this club, and I 
have heard him speak of the plague and 
the experiences he had when the city was 
stricken. One year in Mobile the dead were 
carted to the cemetery in a wagon, four 
and five at a time, without coffins and 
dumped into a great hole in the potters- 
field. A little loose earth was thrown over 
the bodies and another load was made. 
My father went into a house on one oc- 
casion and found a man lying in a bed 
with his wife beside him and his three 
children lying dead on the floor. Some of 
them had been dead several days. He used 
always to say that whenever he went fr to 
see a patient and heard him excla'tm that 
he was perfectly well, a coffin was or- 
dered at once if one could be secured. 

The later in the season the fever makes 
its appearance the more fatal it is apt 


to be. 
Will Last Until Frost. 


The epidemic lasts until there have been 
two or three heavy frosts. Cool weather is 
not good for the patient and those who 
are caught with tt when the frost comes 
are not likely to recover. 

Good nursing is the best medicine. The 
fever must run its course. and {t fs when 
the patient is convalescing that he must 
be carefully looked after. 

In 1873 there was a prominent physiclan 
of New Orleans. who contended that cold 
water baths were the best cure for the 
fever. He was finally stricken and he in- 
sisted upon taking the baths himself and 
his physicains followed his directions. He 
died. The cold water treatment was not 
kept up. 

The most dreadful thing about the yellow 
death is the uncertainty one feels about 
life. He knows that, although he is in the 
flush of health, he may be dead in a 
few days. The balmy breezes which blow 
gentiv from the sea are laden with the 
poison of the dreaded plague and the air he 
inhales instead of being the breath of life 
may at any moment be to him the breath 
of death.

PEOPLE SOON FELT ‘BETTER 


Physicians Reported That They Did 
Not Think It Was Yellow Fever. 


THAT THE CASES WERE NOT SUSPICIOUS 


Sitvation in Louisiana Much Better. 
Appeal for the Destitute in 
Ocean Springs. 


New Orleans, September 10.—The an- 
nouncement of twelve suspicious cases on 
one square in the city and that three cases 
had developed since the death of a young 
lady who had come from Ocean Springs, 
created a@ large measure of alarm in the 
public mind early in the day, but this was 
allayed. when the facts became known. 

At nightfall all reports received by Dr. 
Oliphant were so favorable that renewed 
confidence was infused in the officials of 
the board. Just before the board met Dr. 
Oliphant said to a reporter of the As- 
sociated Press: 

“There is a marked impravement in the 
Situation in the state. I may state unoffi- 
cially that all the patients in the St 
Claude street square are better. [ had not 
received a report from the board of ex- 
perts, but I have learned from our inspec- 
tor who is assigned to the premises that 
apparently none of the patients is at pres- 
ent in danger. I am ab!te to say that no 
other case has been brought to our atten- 
tion the symptoms of which would justify 
us in classing it as suspicious.” 

This morning a party of doctors and offi- 
cials left here over the LIllinols Central for 
Memphis and will return via the Missis- 
Sippi Valley. They will stop at all inter- 


vening places to make known the exact 
Stauts of affairs, seeking to allay the 


fears of the people in order that a panic 
in the country may’ be prevented and the 
imposing of unreasonable quarantine re- 
strictions raised. 

It is hoped that this visit of the officials, 
in whom the public have confidence, will 
have the effect of checking undue restraint 
of trade. 

Surgeon Murray, of the marine hospital 
service, stated tonight that Ocean Springs 
from now on would be the official head- 
quarters for the entire gulf coast marine 
hospital service and the camp of detention 
will be at Fontainebleau, three miles from 
the gulf. 

Those who are taken to the camp will be 
held nominal prisoners for ten days, and if 
at the expiration of that time they Show 
no signs of affliction they will be provided 
With government health certificates and 
permitted to go wherever they please. 

One hundred and forty people, white and 
black, in Ocean Springs, by actual count, 
are in distress, many being in extreme want 
of medicine and provisions. Not a morsel 
of food or an ounce of medicine has been 
given to any one except by private citizens, 
who already have been heavily taxed. , 

Sisters of Charity have appealed to the 
authorities to be allowed to nurse the sick. 

‘Situation Serious at Biloxi. 


The fever has not spread West beyonad 
si10X1. The most effective quarantine 
measures are in force and if the disease 


is not held in check at Biloxi, Ocean Springs 


and Scranton it will not be because the 
authorities hawe jacked in vigilance.

The steamer Natchez, 
from here, passed there this morning with 
several Natchez people among her passen- 
gers, but none of them were permitted to 
land. 

Statement from Washington. 

Washington, September 10.—During the 
afternoon and evening Surgeon General 
Wyman received several telegrams from 
Mississippi points bearing on the yellow 
fever situation. 

Surgeon Carter telegraphed from Gulf 
Port, Miss., concerning the case at Perkins- 
ton as foliows: 

“One case yellow fever—Dr. Sheeely, at 
Perkinston. It was contracted at Ocean 
Springs. The case is isolated and under all 
necessary guard. No other case in that 
town.” 

Dr. Guiteras also sent a dispatch con- 
firming the newspaper report of yellow 
fever at Scranton, but stating that there 
was but one case, the origin of which is 
not clear. 

There is much dengue at Scranton. Later 
Dr. Guiteras supplemented this d*spatch 
with another, in which he reported that the 
case supposed to be in Scranton was within 
the city Hmits of Pascagoula,

GRANT’S AVERSION TO LIARS. 


He Invariably Took Pains To State Oc- 
currences with Positive Accuracy. 
Irom The Century. 

General Horace Porter, in his ‘“Campaign- 
ing with Grant,’ dwells upon Grant’s aver- 
ston to liars. He quotes the following re- 
marks from General Rawlins: 

“The general always likes to tell an 
anecdote that points a moral on the sub- 
ject of lying. He hates only two kinds of 
people, liars and cowards. He has no pa- 
lience with them, and never fails to show 
his aversion for them.’’ Ingalls. added: 
“Such trails are so foreign to his own na- 
ture that it is not sunprising that he should 
not toierate them in others. As mun and 
boy he has always been the most absolute- 
ly truthful person in the whole range of my 
acquaintance. I never know him to run 
into the slightest exaggeration or to borrow 
in the least degrée from his imagination in

Effort To Upset de Goncourt’s Plan To

The family of the late Edmond de Gon- 
court is contesting his will, dated Novem- 
ber 16, 1884, in which he appointed Alphonse 
Daudet his executor, with instructions to 
found a “societe litteraire.’’ The testator 
signified that the first list consisted of 
MM. Theophile Gautier, Louis Veuillot, 
Flaubert, Paul de Saint-Victor, Frementin, 
Barbey d’Aurevilly, De Banville, Vailes, 
Zola, ‘before he was a perpetual candidate 
at the academy,”’ and Maupassant, “before 
he went mad.” His goods and furniture 
were to be sold and the proceeds invested 
in 3 per cent rentes until an income of 
65,000 frances was provided. 

This sum was to be expended in an an- 
nual income of 6,000 francs for the members 
of the society and a prize of 5,000 francs 
for the author of the best work of imagina- 
tion. Until the fund was realized the mem- 
bers were to meet at dinner monthly, ata 
cost of 20 francs per head, and award un 
ad interim prize of 1,200 francs at the De- 
cember dinner. There was also a legacy of 
5.000 francs to complete a pearl necklace 
for his goddaughter, Edmee Daudet. The 
will further provided that should there not 
be enough money to carry out the founda- 
tion the proceeds of the sale should be 
given to the Hospice des Jeunes Filles In- 
curables of Notre Dame des Sept Douleurs, 
which is under the patronage of the Prin- 
cesse Mathilde.

Something About Wedgwood. 
From The Chicago News. 
When Josiah Wedgwood 
things in pottery he revolutionized the 
craft. It was in 1759 when he set up Its 
small factory in Staffordshire and began 
experimenting with the result of producing 
the beautiful ware Known as Wedgwood, 
which is mostly seen in blue and sage-green 
background, with raised white cameo-like 
figures on it. Wedgwood was thoroughly 
practical; his pitchers always poured and 
the covers of the teapots always staved on. 
He never failed to turn all other crafts to 
his advantage and emploved artists all over 
Europe to copy pictures, statues. cameos 
and silver to be reproduced on his ware. 
His .invention of queensware {s interest- 
ing. This is of a rich cream co'or and 
though often undecorated was mfolded tnto 
such pretty shapes that it secured success. 
Sometimes it was molded [in open work 
pattern, similar to silver and a decorative 
effect securetl in that manner. Cake bask- 
ets and bread plates were made this way. 
With gcod business tnstinct Wedgwood 
presented several pleces of this new ware 
to Queen Charlottes and she was so charm- 
ed with it that she asked him to name 
it for her—hence queensware was the name

Modern wedgwood shows 
master hand. The white designs on the best 
of modern weagwood are plainly stamped 
out by machinery before being attached 
and the edres are not sharp and clear. In 
Josiah Wedgwood's time, when he made 
such a point of reproducing ancient cameos 
and gems, he took impressions direct from 
the or'ginals and the edges were frequently 
polished on a lapidary’s wheel exactly as 
though they were genuine gems. Sometimes 
the edges and indentations were cut so 
thin the original color showed beneath. 
Again, the white part was undercut. as tn 
a bunch of grapes, showing that the cutting 
was done by hand after the cameo was 
put on. These little points show whether a 
piece of Wedewood is modern or old.

Often they are many months, 
in some cases years, in being returned to 
the home office for redemption.” 

The Tobacco Plant. 
indigenous to the western 
but. curiously enough, has 
never been found growing wild: The In- 
dian tribes which first produced it were 
those living in Virginta, the Carolinas and 
the southerm Appalachian region. 

Tobacco is now known and cultivated in 
the far east, but there is no trace of it 
before the jourmey of Columbus. At the 
present day the amount of taxes our gov- 
ernment has collected from tobacco since 
Iso is about $1,440,000,000. France, Spain 
and Italy make tobacco dealing a monop- 
Oly The state, im each of them, through 
its agents, contracts yearly for so many 
thousand hogsheads at a fixed price. These 
usually secured by a few 
American brokers, who fill them through 
orders placed in the interior markets. 
Buying thus in quantity the governments 
realize a pretty penny on the transactions. 
The advantage is that the government 
seal upon the packages prevents the con- 
being swindled by adulterations. 
cutting, tobacco is scaffolded in 
for a few days umtil it is 
a golden yellow. Then it is packed irto 
tight barns with fiues or charcoal fires 
over the floors and is subjected to intense 
heat just below the burning point, which 
renders it dry as paper. The «ritical pro- 
cess is the curing, which either makes 0 
ruins tobaceo. The finest and ccstiie 
types of tobacco whem ready for market 
are of silky texture, with small t..id-ribs 
and tiny ftibers, very fragrant, free from | 
gum, with no smell of smoke and the 
palest straw-yellow in color. 

Tobacco will grow and mature in four 
months, but that is not the whole story. 
Soon after the first of the year a hundred 
square yards of virgin soil is burned till 
the soil takes on a reddish coior. Then 
the coals and ashes of the brush are raked 
aside aud the still warm earth harrowed 
ight and fine. The tobaceo seeds, so fine 
that a tablespoon will hold 20,000 cf them, 
are mixed in fine ashes, thrown over the 
surface and tramped in. Planks are set: 
around the edge of the plot and a sheet 
of cheesecloth is. drawn over the whole 
area. Thus protected the young plants 
grow at a lively rate and under ‘canvas,’ 
as it is termed, come to hand for setting 
out two or three weeks earlier than with- 
out the cheesecloth covering, which pro- 
tects them from a pertinacious insect. 

These tiny plants are all set out again 
over a field of five acres. If set out in 
May, by the last of June, when ready for 
thinning the leaves, it has had three hoe- 
ings, ten plowings and what amounts to 
a hand weeding. Then a fierce fight aga:nst 
insects begins and is kept up, A brisk man 
can plow and plant ten acres,-but he can- 
not. to save his life, keep horn worms 
off five acres if he is unassisted. When 
ripe the big leaves lose their pliant sweep, 
become thick and leathery and exude a 
clinging gum at every pore. They show 
a grainy surface and are mottled green 
and yellow. Cutting is work for the 
strongest men. With Kpives ground to ra- 
zor edge they split each plant through the 
middie, with a blow sever it at the root 
and hang it upside down om the hill to 
wilt. As soon as the plant can be safely 
handled it 1s set upon an oaken s‘ick and 
kept clear of the ground which cn no 
account must it touch after it is eut.

Something About India Ink. 

An interesting account of the manuface 
ture of the so-called India ink, which {fs 
made only in the Anhui provinces of China, 
is given by Mr. Fraser, our consul at 
Wuku. on the Yang-tsze, in his last trade 
report. It is more correctly called China 
ink—encre de Chine—and from Anhui it 
goes to every part of China and all over 
the world. In 1895 about two tons of it, 
valued at £564, were exported from Shang- 
hai to foreign countries.

They simply sneer at and belittle the negro 
by contrasting him with the giant white 
race and seck to discourage the measure 
by comparing the naked and barren con- 
ditions of the Aarican (which will only 
last for a short time), with the ‘glorious 
and great biessings of Christian civiliza- 
tion in this country.’ And the motive un- 
deriying all of these arguments may al- 
ways be found either in the stupid fawn- 
ing and sicophancy of a class of imbecile 
negroes or in the alert and far-reaching 
designs of a class of white people, most 
generally in both. But in closing this com- 
munication, which I have had to write in 
haste, as i have just reached home, and 
have a vast mail before me, I beg to say 
that the thoughtful, scholarly, statesrnunic 
and higher type of the whites indorse my 
African emigration policy as well as count- 
less numbers of sober, thoughtful black 
people.

It seems that the teachers of the schools 
have been considerably worried about the 
change that has been made, and it is not 
unlikely that there will be some dissatis- 
faction among them. As the matter now 
stands, however, it was the only thing the 
board could do in order to meet the gsitua- 
tion. There were exactly 134 first grade 
children who were unable to obtain seats 
and these it Was necessary for the board 
to arrange for. ; 

If the schools that have been reduced 
had been left like they were it would have 
been necessary for the board to employ 
new teachers for the extra first grades 
and in this way the appropriation would 
have been exceeded and it would probably 
have been necessary to have cut some gal- 
aries. As it is, the matter has been gatis- 
factorily arranged without it being neces- 
sary for the board to reduce the salary of 
any teacher or to go beyond the appro- 
priation. 

Board’s New Arrangement. 

The report of the committee, composed 
| of the two superintendents and Judge 
. Bloodworth, showed that there were only 

twenty-seven pupils in the eighth grade at 
Boulevard, sixteen in isdgewood avenue, 
twenty-seven in Marietta. twenty-one in 
State and twenty-five in the eighth grade 
at Fraser street school. Compared with 
this, there Was an excess in the first grades 
as follows: West End, thirty-three; Wal- 
ker, fourteen; Ira, sixteen; Formwalt, 
eighteen; Edgewood avenue, twenty-one, 
here were smaller numbers ifn several 
Others which made the total of applicants 
for seats in the first grades J34. 

The grades in the schools mentioned were 
full and the numbers given were the sur- 
plus pupils who have been unable to abtain 
f€ats on account of the crowded condition. 

It appeared to the committee that the 
humber of eighth grade pupils this year 
tad increased to a certain extent and that 
the number in the first gradcs had increas- 
ed considerably over any previous year. It 
Was also very evident that it would be-a 
great inccnvenience to scatter the young 
children in various schools and thus com- 
Pel them to go a great distance from their 
homes in order to atterd the schools. 

Acting on this idea, the committee seems 
to have agreed that it would be better to 
distribute the older pupils about because 
it would be a great deal easier for them to 
80 long distances. It was therefore de- 
cded as follc ws: 

That the pupils of the eighth grade of 
Edgewood «venue school will he sent to 
Boulevard and an extra first grade epened 
in Edgewood avenue sehco!l with the 
Seventh grade teacner in charge; that the 
bupils of the eighth grade of Fraser be 
divided between Crew. Fair and Ira ptreet 
Schools, and another first grade be opened 
In Fraser with the seventh grade teacher 
in charge; that the eighth grade pupils of 
State be sent to the eighth grade in Ma- 
hetta and the seventh grade teacher of 
Siate be pluced in charge of a new first 
grade to be opened in West End school. 

The second grade of Crew sireet school, 
Which was recently abolished by the boaid, 
Was re-established yesterday and Miss 
Annie Ingram placed in charge. 

The new grades that are to be establish- 
ed for the purpose of caring for the first 
fade children wil] be opened as coon as 
Possible and in a few days all will obtain 
Seats. 
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Want New Negro School. 

The condition in the colored schools ts 
just as bad as that in the white, and from 
Present indications it does not seem that 
there will be any immediate relief from the 
Crowded grades. 

There are large numbers of children who 
have been unable to obtain seats in the 
negro schools, but, as in the white schoos, 
the pressure is greatest in the lower grades. 

The board was vi ry anxious to meet this 
Pressure but was totally unable to do so on 
account of the lack of funds. It is under- 
Stood that these schools are so crowded 
that some of the teachers hold two ses- 
sions a: day, teaching a class in the morn- 
ing and then one in the afternoon. They 
do this and do not draw extra pay for it, it 
is said, 

As a result of this condition in the negro 
Schools it is possible that another colored 
Schoolhouse will be opened in the city and 
this will relieve to a great extent the pres- 
Sure in the grades. Mayor Collier and Dr. 
Stephens were appointed on a committee 
to advise Ways and means for the opening,

Other Matters Before the Board. 

Dr. C. D. Hurt and Dr. Corput. his as- 
Sistant, appeered before the board yeste; 
day to speak in regard to the fact that a 
ticket had been refused a child whom it had 
been impossible to successfully vaccinate. 

It seems that some time ago a family 
moved here from a distant city. One ef 
the children had attended school there and 
had been vaccinated half a dozen times but 
each time the attempt was a failure. A 
certificate was furrished from a Physician 
in that city to the effect that. the Virus 
had been rep: ateily administered but had 
not been suceessful. 

The child was sent to the superintendent's 
office for a ticket, which was refused. Dr. 
Hurt then vaccinated the child, it .seems, 
and issued a certificate to that effect, but 
the child was refused admittance to the 
schools until the virus should have the 
proper effect. Dr. Hurt took the position 
that the ticket should have been issued 
to the child and she admitted to the schools. 

After hearing the case yesterday the 
board ordered the certificate of the out-of- 
town physician accepted and the child 
Placed in school. The board was of the 
opinion that the form of the vaccination 
certificate Is not complete and the matter 
of form and an amendment to the vacct- 
nation rule was referred to Dr. Stephens 
with instructions to report a rule ana form. 

No Bible Morality. 

Dr. Hillyer, the author of Bthle morality, 
Was admitted and was heard on the adop- 
tion of his book. After hearing him a mo- 
tion was made to postpone the matter of 
adopting the book indefinitely. This means 
that it is laid on the table and that the 
book will not be adopted in the public 
schools of Atlanta. It seems that there 
Was a strong sentiment against it.

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Efforts To Locate the Cannon That 
Went Down with the Grace. 

Savannah, Ga., September 10.—(Special.)— 
Captain Farrar, of the ill-fated schooner 
Agnes I. Grace, which sunk twenty miles 
off Pybee Sunday morning, hired a tug this 
morning and went down to sea for the pur- 
of locating, if possible, the place 
where she sunk, in order that the guns 
which were brought down for the Tybee 
fortifications might be recovered. 

When Captain Farrar and his men left 
the schooner at the time of the sinking one- 
third of her masts was out of the water, 
and it was thought she would be easily lo- 
cated. It was found on this trip, however, 
that they had disappeared from view, at 
least no trace of them was found. It is 
now feared that the schooner has drifted 
and perhaps disappeared altogether, in 
which event it would be next to impossible 
to get a gun. It is probable by this time, 
too, that they are buried in the sand. The 
guns were of the new eight-inch variety 
for the disappearing carriages at the Tybee 
fortifications and cost the government $12,- 
000 each unmounted. 

They were not insured and it is said the 
government will endeavor to hold the own- 
ers of the schooner Liable, since it had a 
contract for their delivery at a certain time 
at the Tybee wharf.

them. This puts the bark in a peculiar pre- 
dicament, under which she will be liable 
to still heavier penalties unless the papers 
should be produced on Captain Cully’s re- 

turn from New York. 
The bark will be held until the different

More People Are Living Within Their 


Incomes and Keeping Out of Debt 
Than Formerly. 


All the merchants say that there is a 
better business tone now than there has 
been for a long time. Conditions are 
changing, and for the better. Some of 
them say it is not seen so much in larger 
Sales in better collections. Others say 
that sales have greatly increased, and that 
there is much more money in circulation. 

Atlanta’s manufacturers have generally 
weathered the financial storms of the past 
four vears in better shape than competitors 
at other points. Some of the manufac- 
turers here have really extended thetr trade 
in the face of the hard times. 
enterprises increasing their scope or 
are preparing to enlarge. More machinery 
has been shipped out, into or through At- 
lanta in the last sixty days than had been 
handled in a year previous. Paper, wood- 
ware and other manufacturers here have 
all they can do, and some of them are 
having plans made for larger works. Two 
or three have enlarged. The brick yards 
have all they can do to supply the demand 
for building material, and some of the 
machine works have orders piled up until 
the managers cannot sleep at nights. Any- 
one who has had a small job of repairing 
to be done by machinists in the last month 
knows how hard it has been to get it done 
promptly. 

One of the principal retailers in Atlanta 
says that there is a stronger feeling of con- 
fidence about investments than he has ob- 
served since 1891, but said he, “four people 
have learned Gconomy, and don’t you make 
any mistake. They hold to a dollar now 
so tight that the young lady would blush 
if she were not afraid they would think she 
was counterfeiting. I have been impressed 
with the fact that the people are confining 
their expenditures to necessities and are 
not investing in luxuries. While my trade 
has always been largely in high-class goods, 
I cannot but commend the prudence which 
is shown. More Atlantians are living with- 
in their. income than ever before. A few 
years ago a great many people went in for 
show and glitter, and the man or woman 
who spent the most money stood a little 
higher socially than their more modest 
neighbors. The most of that has played 
out, and you would be surprised to know 
how very, very modest of people are 
now. The merchant can tell what is what. 
When the average citizen comes (to buy 
carpets, furniture, table ‘ware, linen, 
dresses, suits, hats, shoes end things of 
that kind, you can tell in a pair of minutes 
whether the customer economical, con- 
eervative or lavish; and I « as there 
are not many Javish buyers these- days. 
Often they come right out and candidly 
say that they cannot afford extravagant 
things, andsare practicing ecanomy, Com- 
ing in contact with thousands of customers 
me that most people are 
living within thelr incomes. Our invoices 
and books show that cheaper grades of 
goods are handied now than formerly. 

‘Tl do not believe there ure-as many mer- 
chants in the country at large today 
there were six years ago. Atlanta may 
have as many as she had then in practical- 
lv afl but a great many have tailea 
throughout the state and the south and 
have gone out business. This leaves a 
larger field for those who survive and often 
accounts for a growth in this or that firm's 
business.”

“Ror many 2 year it 
demonstrated fact that moet of the town 
of Harrodsburg is built over a Cuvern. 
There ts another cave northeast of town 
that has been explored two or three miles. 
A third: cavern bas just been discovered 
and some strange facts are connected with 
it. Thursday County Surveyor Hendren, 
accompanied by Messrs. Edward C. Jones, 
Wiltam and Dan Conder, Joe W oods. 
Stewart Latta and William Jones, by 
means of a ladder went down twenty feet 
and found the real mouth of the cave, 
elliptical in form, two feet by three. The 
top of the sink hole is also elliptical, ten 
feet by twenty. and the hole grows gradu- 
ally smaller. Through the aperture of two 
feet ‘by three they all cmwled on their 
hands. and knees. They had thus to crawl 
for fifty yards before they could stand 
erect. There a beautiful sight met their 
Svmetrically formed stalactites and 
stalagmites gracefully adorned both the 
roof and floor of the cave. 

They found no gold nor silver, but indi- 
eations of magnesium that caused a Vvi- 
bration in the magnetie needle. Mr. Hen- 
dren brought out a human skeleton that 
is far above the medium in height. They 
found a great number of the bones 
And the strangest of their find 
was a herd of live swine. When asked 
how many there were he said that from 
the noise they made there were hundreds, 
and that they fed on crawfish found in 
the stream of water that flows through 
the cave. He thinks years ago a’ sow 
must have fallen into the cave, whence 
there is no getting out. This cave is four 
miles due north of here, on the Warwick 
road, on the farm of Mr. Ed C. Jones. It 
extends in a southeastern direction for 
several miles.

A rather lonesome examination fora civil 
service position was in progress at the gov- 
ernment building yesterday. 

The examination was a competition for 
the office of supervising architect the 
treasury. It was conducted by Messrs. C. 
K. Maddox and J. F. Thibadeau. 

The only applicant for the high and re- 
sponsible position from this place was Mr. 
Thomas Morgan, of the firm of architects 
of Bruce & Morgan. Mr. Morgan spent 
the day alone ffi the big room on the fourth 
floor of the custom house. 

There were thirty-two applicants in all 
for the place. These were examined at the 
following named places throughout the 
country:

York, Philadelphia, 
Kansas City, Atlanta, 
Syracuse, St. Joseph, Cincinnati, Omaha, 
San Francisco, St. Louts and Augusta. 

New York -furnished the largest number 
of applicants. There were six from that 
city and four’each from Chicago and Phil- 
adelphia. 

The examination lasted nearly all day 
yesterday. Mr. Morgan was busy all day 
over a big pile of drawings. The object of 
the examination is to have competition for 
Plans of a public building. The applicant 
was furnished with plans and elevations 
of the federal building at Pueblo, Col., 
Which had heen approved by the treasury 
department. These plans were used in the 
first practical test alone. 

In the second:test the applicant criticised 
the arrangement and artistic 
plans of construction of the 
building at Salina, Kan. 

The applicant had to examine abwut for- 
ty large drawings and he had a large day’s 
work. The percentages all the appli- 
cants will be learned tn a few months. Mr. 
Morgan is hopeful of winning.

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ROADS LEND AID 


IN QUARANTINING 


They Have Great Interests at Stake and 
Chearfully Co-operate. 


ONE MAYOR WAS A LITTLE HOT 


He Threatened To Keep the Western’s 
Trains Out of Montgomery. 


NOT EVEN FREIGHTS COULD ENTER 


But the Threat Was Not Carried Into 
Execution, as the Road Was 
Not at Fault. 


The railway officials have been most 
deeply concerned in the reports from the 
gulf coast. For the last three days they 
have felt greatly relieved their 
private advices indicated that there would 
be no fever epidemic. An outbreak of the 
genuine old-time yellow fever on the gulf 
would paralyze the roads over a

But everything in- 
dicates that this is only a scare and that 
normal conditions will return in a few 
days. 

The railroads are co-operating with the 
quarantine authorities everywhere. Mont- 
gomery’s mayor was disposed to make 
trouble for the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama on Thursday and threatened to stop 
even its freight trains from running into 
the city. The Western runs from West 
Point, Ga., to Selma, Ala., through Mont- 
gomery. It is not within 300 miles of any 
infected point. The mayor wanted the 
Western to start a passenger train out of 
Montgomery on the arrival of some Louis- 
and Nashville train which does not 
Western’s trains at all.

It 
pointed out to the mayor that it was not 
the duty of the Western to take care of 
another road’s passengers and the matter 
wag adjusted. The Lotisville and Nash- 
ville will probably not sell tickets to 
points north and east of Montgomery ex- 
cept for trains which make close connec- 
tion in that city. If passengers do come 
in on the train which does not connect 
with the Western the latter will put them 
coach and bring them on a through 
freight whicit comes along at that time. 

The Montgomery papers of yesterday 
said that the Western was doing more In 
thu way of co-ojwration than any of the 
other roads. President George C. Smith, 
of the Western, said yesterday that he 
would assist the Montgomery authorities 
in any way possible. ‘‘We have too much 
at stake to neglect anything which might 
tend to interfere with _a strict quarantine. 
it is more to our interest to protect Mont- 
gomery than it is to any other road enter- 
ing the city. Quarantine machinery can- 
not be put in working order on a mo- 
meni's notica and get it to going smooth- 
ly. Some individuals or some interests will 
be discommoded, but it is tke general 
welfare of all which must. be looked to.” 
The trains from New Orleans came in on 
Tho vestibu'e which came 
through Biloxi arrived on the minute yes- 
terday.

Another promising symptom, as we | 


pointed out some time ago, is the strong 


position of cotton. It is very import- 
ant, too, for the prosperity of the south 


‘depends in a large measure on the cot- 
ton situation. On this factor, too, as 
the financial editor of The New York 
Evening Post points out, the outcome 
of the season's railway operations de- 
pends. According to.the same authority 
the importance of the position of cotton 
is emphasized this year because the 
movement of domestie currency and in- 
ternational exchange always depends so 
largely on the shipments of cotton. 

This means, of course, that as the re- 
markable exports of wheat have had no 
‘appreciabie effect on the rates of sterl- 
ing exchange, the business world is con- 
fidently expecting that our cotton ex- 
ports, at prices justified by the situa- 
tion, will have the effect of turniig the 
tide of gold in this direction. 

The annual review and forecast of the 
cotton crop by ‘The New York F1- 
nancial Chronicle shows that the cotton 
‘situation now is hardly less remarka- 
‘ble than the wheat situation was a few 
‘months ago, and The Evening Post’s 
‘article emphasizes the comparison. On 
the first of July, the present vear, the 
world’s available supply of wheat was 
ithe smallest in eight years. On Sep- 
‘tember Ist, the world’s available sup- 
ply of cotton was the smallest since 
1890. On Juiy Ist, the visible supply of 
‘wheat, at home and abroad, was 30 per 


cent below the aggregate tweive months | 


before. The visible home and foreign 
‘supply of cotton today is less by 28 
per cent than in September, i896. 

In the case of both wheat and cotton 
it is the American supply in store that 
has been reduced most heavily. It 


would be very strange—-in fact, remark- | 


able—if the price of cotton does not 


‘materially advance. Of course, there , 


is no expectation that it will rise as 
rapidly as wheat. ‘The radical differ- 
ence between the two markets is, that 
the demand for one, when there is a 
foreign shortage, must be met at once to 


avert a famine: whereas, the foreign | 


demand for cotton can cfien wait. For 


it frequently happens (and such is the) 


casé now) that deficiency in the supply 
of the raw material is no sign of a de- 
ficiency in the stock of cotton goods. 

The Evening Post refers (as The Con- 
stitution did some time ago) to the fact 
‘'that eastern mills, notable those of Fall 
River, have on hand large stocks of un- 
sold goods. On no other ground can 
We account for the fact that cotton sells 
for a cent a pound less today than it 
did a year ago, and that the staple has, 
as yet, made no more response to a 
‘Situation that seems to demand higher 
prices. 

And yet, all the symptoms and all 
the signs point to a rise in cotton. The 
rise in wheat ought, in the nature ot 
things, to create a fresh demand in the 
, west for cotton goods, and this fresh de- 
jmand would shortly clear the mills or 
their stocks. This would be the signal 
for a rise in the price of cotton and it 
‘May come sooner, by reason of the an- 
ticipation. of this result.

Our southern colleges and univer- 
sities are not so richly endowed as some 
of those of the north and west, but they 
are well equipped with improved meth- 
ods and appliances and not only serve 
the purpose of equipping young men 
for the professions, but also for the 
sterner and more practical occupations 
of this material age. If the real char- 
acter of these institutions were better 
understood by those who profess to look 
upon them with hostility and distrust 
there would be no opposition to higher 
education either in Georgia or else- 
where, and the warmest support of our 
colleges and universities would take 


its place. 


Throughout the north, east and west 
there has been a marked educational de- 
velopment within the past few years 
and countless institutions of learning 
have sprung up in these sections as if 
by magie. Can the south compete suec- 
cessfully with these sections unless she 
gives to the cause of higher education 
the encouragement which it demands at 
her hands? In view of the material re- 
sources of this section which need to 
be developed and which are just now 
beginning to disclose themselves, it be- | 
hooves the south to throw aside the 
lethargy which has so long fettered her 
fair limbs and to make the most of her 
imperial birthright.

Russia’s Increasing Power.

today, however, the population of Rus- | 
sia. aecording to the census recently 
completed, aggregates 129,211,113 pec- | 
ple. This census shows also that Rus- | 
sia contains nineteen cities whose popn- | 


etion exceeds 100,000 inhabitants each: 


thirty-five * cities whose population 
ranges from 50,000 to 100,000 inhabi- | 
tants. and eighty-two cities whose pop-. 
ulation ranges from 10,000 to 50,000 in- 
habitant St. Petersbure,sthe Russian | 
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capital, contains a population of 1,267,- 
023 inhabitants, closely fcllowed by the 
famous city of Moscow, whose popula- 


tion agzregates 988,610 inhabitants. 


In addition to the growth of popula- ! 
tion which the empire has attained dur- | 
ing the past fifty years, some idea of 
its industrial wealth and importance | 
may be derived from the magnitude of 
the trans-Siberian railway, which is;

years Russia has come to the front as. 


& great manufacturing country. Spe- 
cial interest has heen devoted to the 
manufacture of cotton and mills have 
been erected in all parts of the em- 
pire which threaten to dispute the su- 
premacy at present enjoyed by those of 
New England and the south. In other 
departments of industry the recent 
growth of the*empire has been equally 
amazing. 

As to the growing importance of Rus- 
sia as a naval power, it is useless to 
speak. Every one knows that Russia’s 
eye is fixed upon England and that she 
fondly covets the distinction which the 
latter country now enjoys. In order 
to further her ambitious aims, Russia 
has devised plans which will give her, 
within the next few years, one of the 
finest navies on the globe. In addition 
to this contemplated naval equipment 
she is building up a magnificent army 
and is also modifying the rigorous laws 
which have so long been of force in 
the Kingdom in order to encourage im: 
migration. Evidently the future of Rus- 
sia is one of assured greatness, whether 
she surpasses Great Britain or not. 
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“War Is War.” 

Instead of feeling some degree of 
shame and remorse over the brutal out- 
rageS whichehave characterized his man- 
agement of the Cuban ‘campaign, Gen- 

ral Weyter seems rather to glory in the 

savage notoriety which his misdeeds 
have brought to him. “I have made no 
effort to-win the title of a humane gen- 
eral,” said the Spanish butcher in a 
recent interview. “War is war; and ] 
came here to wage a pitiless war. against 
the enemies of Spain. I never under: 
stood the wisdom of governing a rebel- 
lious people with a slack hand, nor do 
I intend to relax the severe policy 
which I have found it necessary to pur- 
sue up to this time in dealing with the 
Cubans.

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Great Britain and the Transvaal. 

In connection with the declaration, 
made some two or three weeks ago by 
President Kruger, of the Dutch republic, 
to the effect that Great Britain had no 
right of control over the affairs of the 
Transvaal it is interesting to make 
some inquiry into the facts leading up 
to the present critical. situation. 

Without going too minutely.into de- 


talis Great Britain, in 1877, formerly | 


annexed the Dutch republic and under- 
took to administer its affairs. This 
annexation was not altogether arbitrary 
on the part of Great Britain, as the 
Boers themselves, who had experienced 
repeated difficulties with the blacks and 
felt the need of some protecting power 
behind them, earnestly desired to be an- 
nexed. But scareely had the Transvaal 
become a part of the British empire be- 
fore the Boers realized to their disap- 
pointment that British rule was not.as 
congenial as it might be. This feeling 
of discontent finally vented itself in a 
general uprising: but Great Britain, in- 
stead of trying to subdue the insurgents, 
agreed to meet them on half way 
ground. Accordingly a treaty of peace 
was signed by Great Britain in 1881 re- 
storing self-government to the Trans- 
vaal in matters of internal regulation, 
but reserving control of foreign affairs. 
Subsequently, in 1884, another treaty 
was entered into between the two coun- 
tries on the basis of which the Boer 
president now declares that the Dutch 
republic is free and independent in for- 
eign affairs as well as in domestic af- 
fairs, and that Great Britain has abso 
lutely no right to interfere with its man- 
agement. Such, however, is not the in- 
terpretation which Great Britain puts 
upon the treaty of 1884, but just at this 
time Great Britain is having serious 
trouble with her Indian subjects ana 
there is no telling what its outcome 
will be. President Kruger is a shrewd 
man, and foreseeing the embarrassment 
of the British government he _  de- 
cided to strike while the iron was hot.

The raw 
material and the finished product must be 
transported; railways and docks must be 
constructed, The tastes of the people in 
the meantime expand and develop and the 
intricate work of economic progress goes on 
from stage to stage making international 
intercourse more necessary constantly. 
No matter what occurs it is certain that

Outraged public sentiment in the north 
beginning to ery out against the 


under the existing pension system. Sev- 
eral leading newspapers of that section 
have discussed the matter editorially 
and urged upon our national lawmakers 
the importance of taking some action 
in regard to it. 

Vithin the last few davs Pension 
Commissioner Evans has cailed atten- 
tion to another phase of injustice prac- 
ticed under the system which is likely 
to become a subject of popular agita- 
tion. Says the commissioner: 

TI think congress should take prompt ac- 
tion in preventing a multiplication of pen- 
sons through the marriage of old soldiers. 
A good many people think that the pros- 
pective pension. as a widow -of a soldier 
is enough to cause many young girls to 
marry aged men for whom they care noth- 
ing except to have a pension for the bal- 
ance of their lives. It seems to me that the 
practice is a bad one, and I hope congress 
will take this matter in hand and pass 
legistation to prevent a pension being given 
widows of soidiers of the last war who 
marry the soldiers in the future. Instances 
have been reported to the bureau of pen- 
sions which show that women have mar- 
ried pensioners on their deathbeds in or- 
der that a widow’s pension might be se- 
cvred, 

In commenting upon the recommen- 
dation of the pension commissioner, The 
New York Commercial-Advertiser takes 
substantially the same view of the mat- 
ter. With respect to pension frauds in 
general, The Advertiser remarks that 
much barm has aiready been done to 


the eccuntry by the ease with which pen- | 


sions have been procured on the least 
showing of disability, and that cofigress 
sheuld do all in its power to prevent the 
country from sustaining any greater 
burden than the one which it is now 
called upon to bear. Referring more 
especially to the evil pointed out by 
Commissioner Evans, The Advertiser 
says: 

To aggravate and continue a fraud of 
this sort by making it possible for women 
Who have married old soldiers for mer- 
cenary reasons to draw huge sums in pen- 
sions would te a egrievous error. There 
are now about 741,09 men-who fought in 
the civil war on the pension list. In the 
nature of things this number must rapidly 
cecrease within the next few years unless 
additional pension laws are enacted. There 
are 228,022 women now on the rolls drawing 
pensions as widows. This number jis _ in- 
creasing constantly, and the time is not 
far distant when the pensions paid to 
w.dows will considerably exceed in amount 
those paid to soldiers and sailors. [t is a 
fact that we are still paying pensions to 
widows of soldiers of the revolutionary 
War-—a contest which closed 113 years ago. 
There is only a meager handful of soldiers 
who fought in the war of 1812 still in the 
land of the living. But the United States 
is paying penstons to 2,310 widows of so!- 
diers engaged in that conflict, which ended 
eighty-two vears ago. These figures are 
suggestive. In comparison With the 
mighty union armies in the war of the 
rebellion the array of combatants both in 
the revolution and in the war of 1812 was 
insignificant. Yet the figures we have 
quoted show that unless some restriction 
is imposed by congress we shail be paying 
large sums in pensions to widows of. union 
veterans fifty or sixty years hence. 

The Commercial-Advertiser makes no 
complaint against the policy of issuing 
pensions to women who were the wives 
of federal soldiers during the war, ob- 
serving that some of these women were 
as patriotic and courageous as the men 
who crossed bayonets with the gray- 
clad soldiers of Lee and Jackson. The 
Commercial-Advertiser’s complaint is di- 
rected solely against young women who 
marry old veterans for the purpose of 
enjoying life-long pensions. In the 
controversy aroused over the matter the 
south prefers to be silent. If the north 
can afford to bear the wrongs entailed 
upon that section by the abuses of the 
pension system, the scuth can also af- 
ford to bear her part of the burden: and 
she proposes to do so without complaint. 
Still there Is some measure of gratifica- 
tion in the protests which indignant 
public sentiment all over the north is 
raising against the abuses of the SY3- 
tem; for while the south recognizes the 
obligations resting upon the govern- 
ment to provide for its old soldiers she 
also recognizes the injustice from which 
the entire country has suffered,

THE REFORM SCHOOL 


Mr. A. P. Stewart Starts the Subscription 
List with Those Figures. 


HE GOES TO WORK IN EARNEST 


Says the School Is Badly Needed for 
Criminals Among the Children. 


PROPOSES TO BUY SOLDIERS’ HOME 


He Will Confer Next Week with Sev- 
eral Interested Friends, and Lists 
Will Be Put in Circulation. 


“One of the greatest needs of At- 
lanta and the state of Georgia is a re- 
formatory school for children. So 
urgent is the need that I have started 
a subscription to be used for the erec- 
tion of an institution of this character. 
I will head the list with $1,000 in 
cash.’’ 


Mr. Andrew P. Stewart spoke earnestly. 
or months and years he has been thinking 
about the needs of a great city like Atlan- 
ta. He hag visited the saint and the sinner 
and he has been in the palace and the 
hovel and what he said yesterday morning 
about the reformatory was the result of 
a epinstaking investigation which has 
been in progress for years. 

The idea with him is neither new nor 
original. He says the question is one in 
which every father and mother and sister 
and brother is vitally interested. He says 
the crisis has been reached when he can 
see little boys in the penitentiary and 
young girls wearing shackles in the con- 
vict camp. 

“Atlanta has her churches and schools, 
her hospitals and police, but there is not a 
place in the city where d@ stranger—a boy, 
wayward perhaps from a desire to see the 
world, can sleep at night without price,”’ 
says iMr. Stewart. ‘“‘When a child is found 
asleep in an ash barrel on the sidewalk or 
in a dry goods box or in the empty stair- 
way he is arrested and carried to the 
police station. He spends the remainder 
of the night in the barracks and when he 
wakes up in the morning his heart is 
hardened and he feels that he has been 
humiliated and cruelly treated. He may 
be entirely without crime in his heart, but 
he is given the same treatment that is re- 
ceived by the most hardened wreich of the 
slums. 

“When I say that I have $1,000 for a re- 
formatory school, I mean that jf the insti- 
tution is to be built by subscription that 
I will give that amount as a starter. I 
am not the only man in Atlanta who has 
seen the need of this institution, for there 
are many others who will cheerfully give. 
I] am ready to pay my money at any time 
the cash is needed and I have started 
this morning a list for the purpose of se- 
cur:rng the funds necessary.”’ 

Mr. Stewart has prepared a list and his 
name stands at the head with $1,000 in fig- 
ures opposite. This list he will present to 
several philanthropists of the city today 
and he has authorized Tire Constitution to 
accept subscriptions for the school, 


The intention of Mr. Stewart is to confer 
with the owrers of the confederate soldiers’ 
home in the eastern suburbs of the city. 
The home is idle and will soon begin to 
crumble under the touch of the winter's 
rain and the summer sun. There is no one 
to care for the property and the finger of 
time has begun ta wash away the paint and 
the sun has seared the walls. If prompt 
action is taken, the building can be saved, 


and with the expenditure of a few dollars 


would be made as good as when the masons 
end carpeaters completed their work and 
fulfilled their contract, 

“This is the place for the reformatory 
schoo] beyond all doubt,”’ said Mr. Stewart. 
“The building was constructed With an 
siceping apartmenis. There are 
many small rooms—rooms intended as 
the home for the old soldier. It would 
be just the place for the boys and girls who 
would find a haven here instead of a term 
in thé penitentiary. I never was more in- 
terested in any movement in my life. My 
heart is in the work and I believe I can 
secure the money without great effort. 

‘IT would be in favor of having a room in 
which the strangers could sleep instead of 
spending the night in the station house. 
When a boy or girl was found in the street, 
let the officer telephone the reformatory 
achool. There would be a fresh little 
for the stranger and the pauper and in the 
morning there would be a cup cf coffes 
and a sandwich. Don’t you see what the 
school would do? It would be the strong 
arm that would rescue the fallen and save 
the innocent.” 

Mr. Stewart has talked over the plan to 
a number of friends and a meeting of the 
gentlemen interest€d may be held the early 
part of next week.

Decatur and Stone Mountain Straining

REPRESENTATIVES MAY BE DIVIDED 


The Matter Will Come Before the Leg- 
islature Among the First Things 
of the Session. 


The fight for the courthouse and county 
seat of DeKalb county grows warmer as 
the time for the legislature to meet grows 
rearer, and the lines will soon be definitely 
drawn. Much arranging of detail is now 
beng done by the Stone Mountan people 
and they will present a solid front when the 
time comes for final. action. 

Their represantatives have been in com- 
munication with a number of the legisla- 
tors an@ are getting their forces togefher 
and ofganized before the b'!] is presented to 
the general assembly. It will be one of the 
first measures to be acted on at this ses- 
sion, as it is desired that the question be 
settled» as soon as possible, so that the 
work on the new building may begin imme- 
diately. . 

This haudsome building is coveted by 
both places and if completed according to 
the present plans will be one of the hand- 
somest courthouses in the state. It is pro- 
posed to build it of Stone mountain granite 
with the most up-to-date and modern con- 
veniences for the officers of the county. 

The old courthouse is ancient in its ap- 
pointments and said to be thoroughly inad- 
equate for the business of the county. The 
people of Decatur say they do not care for 
the old building, but if it is to be replaced 
by a handsome new structure they will 
exert every energy to have the county seat 
remain there. 

Mr. W. B. Henderson, one of the repre- 
sentatives, has decided, it is said, that he 
will throw his influence and vote in favor 
of Stone Mountain and says he is confident 
they will win out. ‘He considers it to the 
best advantage of the county to have it 
moved and thinks it would tend to upbuild 
that part of? it around Stone Mountain, 
while Decatur and vicinity will and has 
been improved sufficiently by the influence 
of Atlanta. 

It is said by the ordinary that where the 
county seat is, that part of the county will 
have to receive the more care, as it is the 
direction that most of the people of the 
county travel and have the most business. 
This will throw the work of the chaingang 
on the roads leading to this place. 

Colonel Morrison, the other representative 
of the county in the legislature, has not 
vet made up his mind which way he will 
cast his vote, as he says he desires to wait 
and learn where the larger number of the 
people wish to have the county seat. The 
petitions are circulating rapidly and it is 
probable that before another week he will 
make his decision. 

If he favors Deeatur it is said that there 
will be one of the hardest fought fights 
that the legislature hag seen in many yeare 
for the supremacy and final victory. The 
people of Decatur are relying on their pe- 
titions, to which there have been over half 
of the voters’ names of the county at- 
tached, and these are expected to have an 
immense amount of influence with the ieg- 
islators.

“T will crowd Dave Vining out at the 
stockade before I am done with this session 
of the court.’ 

The grouping of the pickaninnies at one 
session of the police court made a novel 
and interesting ‘afternoon with' Judge 
Andy. 

Will Amos was the first 
the list and it was testified to 
had been caught while he was sleeping 
in a barn at 427 Piedmont avenue. This 
Sine barn had been broken open on Ssev- 
eral occasions and a lot of § provender 
stolen. Will could give no satisfactory ac- 
count of himself save that he had a mother 
somewhere fn the city with whom he does 
not live. He was sent to the stockade 
for thirty days. 

Richard Pulliam

The next baten was three of a _ kind. 
John Gibson, Love Hicks and Charlev 
Burney were arraigned for bothering pas- 
Ssengers at the union depot. They were 
a part of the gang that has been giving 
the police so much trouble. The recorder 
sent them to the city chaingang for seven 
days. 

Ed Jones was a pickaninny who 
need of a pair of trousers and not having 
earned the necessary amount in the sweat 
of his brow with which to purchase them, 
he went into a second-hand clothing store 
on Houston street and helped himself 
to a pair. For all of which he will serve 
thirty days in the stockade. 

Of the Ragged Variety. 

Will Walker was-one of the pickaninnies 
of the ragged variety. The charge against 
him was idling about the city. When 
asked where he worked he straightened 
himself up and replied that he was a 
‘“‘waiter in a boarding house.”

Three crap-shooting pickaninnies came 
next. They were Wesley Pierce, William 
Grimes and Henry Sharp.

They were a 
portion of a gang which frequents this 
Place every day. The trio was sent to 
the stockade for thirty days.

The next lot consisted of ‘two boys and 
a girl, the latter being the only female 
pickaninny of the day. George Willis, Wil- 
son Prater and Lillie Buford were the 
names they answered to. An old negro 
man, who tries to live in peace in Tol- 
bert’s alley, stated that the three had 
been making both night and day hideous 
with their profanity and noise. A lecture, 
a threat and a fine of $38.75 disposed of 
the cases.

He Makes an Appeal to the Owners of 
the Cows—It Is an Evil Which 
Must Cease.

“Death lurks iin the milk from city cows,” 
says Chief Manly, and he asks the news- 
papers to sound a note of warning to the 
people, 

For several days 
has been investigating the 
which are owned in the city, and he has 
ascertained that a large number of the 
cows are allowed to drink the water from 
the poisonous sewers which flow out of 
the city. 

Yesterday afternoon Chief Manly called 
a reporter of The Constitution into his 
private office and said: 

“IT want the newspapers of Atlanta to 
warn the people about the cows drinking 
the sewer -water in the outskirts of the 
city. 1 have discovered that a large num- 
ber of the cows are daily carried by the 
herd boys to places where they have noth- 
ing to drink but the most impure water. 
This is certain to make the milk inipure, 
and I am informed by reputable physicians 
that it is liable to cause typhoid fever.’ 

There are about three or four hundred 
cows which are taken out every day by 
herd boys and these cows are driven to 
the outskirts of the city, where they are

allowed to drink water from the sewer 
branches. This water is as impure as wa- 
ter can possibly be, and it is undoubtedly 
a source of sickness, This matter has been 
discussed before, but it seems as if nothing 
has ever been done to put a stop to the 
evil. 

The chief of police has taken the matter 
in hand and he will endeavor to prevent 
the herding of cattle about the sewer 
branches if it can be done. 

“I Know,” said the chief, ‘that the peo- 
ple must own cows in the eity, and that 
they must be semt out by the herd boys, 
but there are places about the .city where 
they can be driven and good water ob- 
tained. Now there is a herd which is car- 
ried near the tanyard branch and another 
which is herded near the south Boulevard, 
just in the rear of Grant park. At both 
of these places the water which the cows 
drink is from a sewer branch and is poi- 
sonous and it poisoms the milk. 

“The first thing I will do will be to warn 
the people through the newspapers that 
the cows are drinking such water and re- 
quest them to see to it that their cows 
are given pure water, and 1 will also re- 
quest those who buy milk from city ccws 
to ascertain where the cows are herded. 
I believe if the people will help me this 
way I can force the herd boys to carry the 
cows to where they can get water that 
is not from the sewers. 

“Il am doing this for the health of the 
people and they should help me as much 
as possible. If the herd boys continue 
to herd cows in places where the water 
is impure, we can have an ordinance pass- 
ed making it an offeffRe, and then ar-_ests 
will follaw. This will put a stop to the 
practice.”’ 

Chief Manly is in earnest about the mat- 
ter, and he will not stop until he has 
accomplished what he has undertaken.

Newton County Prisoner Says We Is Un- 
lawfully Detained in Fulton’s Camp. 


GETS WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS 


Case Comes Up for Hearing Before 
Judge Lumpkin on Next Tuesday. 


WOOD SAYS HE IS UNDER $100 BOND 


Instead of Being in the Chaingang, He 
Says He Should Be at the County 
Court of Newton.

gi A. P. Wood; 
white man of reputable family, 
the stripes of a econyiet in 
county chaingang. He came to this camp 
from Newton county. where he lives. 
Next Tuesday Wood will be present in 
court to prove that he should be at lib- 
erty instead of a convict. 

Yesterday the convict 
declaration in the superior court through 
his attorneys, Messrs. Ray & Ray. The 
petition declares that he is being unjustly 
deprived of his liberty and he asks that 
a writ of habeas corpus issue to require 
the swperintendent of public works to 
show cause why he was detained in the 
camp. Judge Lumpkin granted the appli- 
cation and set the case for a hearing be- 
fore bim in chambers on next Tuesday, 
when the charges brought by Wood will 
be investigated. 

Wood sets out the fact that he was 
indicted by the grand jury’ of Newton 
county at the March term. He says the 
indictment cNarged him with being guilty 
of the crime of cheating and swindling. 
At the May term of the Newton county 
court he says he was convicted and the 
judge of the court sentenced him to pay a 
fine of $25. 

“I gave 
appearance in court at 
thirty days from the date of the verdict 
which convicted me. At the end of the 
thirty days I returned and found that the 
sentence had been recorded, making the 
sentence read: ‘Ordered, that he shall pay 
a fine of $25 or serve eight months in the 
county chaingang.’ ”’ 

Woecda says he was greatly surprised ‘to 
find the sentence had been changed, but 
that he gave bond in the sum of $100. The 
giving of the bond was presumably in or- 
der to appeal the case, although the peti- 
tion does not go into the minor details 
of the case. Later on, while Wood says 
the case was pending, he was arrested by 
the sheriff of Butts county on a process 
that issued from the county court. Wood 
says Wie jucge of the Newton county court 
had no authority to resentence him and 
that he is now held Rot according to law. 
He aiso recites the. fact that when he 
was arrested by the sheriff of Butts county 
he took out a writ of habeas corpus, which 
was heard before the ordinary of Newton 
couniy, and upon which he was dis- 
charged.
